Y    FRIENDS— The 

time  has  now  come 
in  which  we  should 
feel,  and  show  our 
appreciation  of  the 
kindness  shown  to- 
ward us  by  our 
Board  of  Home 
Missions,  and  gladly 
respond  to  the  call 
made  by  our  dear 
brethren,  who  have 
stood  nobly  by  us, 
as  an  organization. 
Should  we  then  not  remember  them  in 
our  prayers,  and  also  in  contributing 
our  mite  to  help  them  at  this  present 
time,  paving  been  so  willing  to  incur  so 
great  3  '  espousTbilifv  for  us,  a?  well  FvS 
other  new  missions?  What  they  ask 
now  from  us  is  but  a  trifle,  compared 
with  what  we  have  already  received 
from  them.  Now  that  the  business  of 
this  Board  of  Missions,  is  to  verge 
shortly,  into  our  General  Synod's 
Board,  with,  however,  the  same  object 
in  view,  to  liquidate  their  present  obli- 
gations, they  fall  short  about  $2,000,  to 
which  they  respectfully  ask,  all  our 
churches  in  this  Synod  to  con- 
tribute. Some  have  already 
responded  nobly.  Can  we  not,  will  we 
not,  give  from  that  which  the  Lord  has 
been  pleased  to  bestow  upon  us  V  We 
should  feel  thankful  to  Almighty  God 
for  having  provided  for  us  so  richly,  and 
who  is  yet  willing  to  help  us,  if  we  will 
but  put  our  trust  in  Him. 

See  to  it  then,  my  friends,  that  Grace 
church  does  her  duty.  Although  we 
are  still  the  orphan  of  the  board,  we  are 
growing  older  as  a  congregation,  and 
certainly  feel  that  we  cannot  expect  help 
much  longer  from  this  source.  We 
must  soon  become  self-supporting.  So 
let  us ,  begin  now,  and  each  one  of  us 
resolve  to  do  more  for  the  upbuilding 
of  Chtist's  kingdom.  "Work  while  it 
is  yet  day,  for  the  night  cometh  when 
no  man  can  work."  AVho  can  tell  the 
amount  of  good,  our  contributions  will 
do  in  the  sustenance  of  missions. 
Through  this  channel  our  "Little  Grace 


Church"  has  been  nurtured,  and  still  is 
up  to  this  very  day,  receiving  aid. 
There  are  other  missions  that  will  need 
assistance,  and  are  younger  than  we  are, 
and  perhaps  deserve  more  from  the 
church  at  large  than  they  now  receive. 
Our  prayei-s  now  should  be,  that  each 
heart  may  be  touched  with  a  benevo- 
lent feeling,  and  be  induced  to  give 
liberally  and  cheerfully,  for,  "The  Lord 
loveth  a  cheerful  giver." 

Grace  Church  has  done  nobly  in  the 
past.  Let  us  do  better  in  the  future, 
trusting  in  God  for  our  welfare.  Let  us 
then  work  with  heart  and  hand  to  accom- 
plish this,  and  the  Lord's  blessing  will 
be  upon  us,  and  upon  our  labors. 
"United,  we  stand.  Divided,  we  fall." 
We  have  a  great  work  before  us,  in  the 
Lord's  vineyard.  We  need  helpers, 
more  hewers ;  more  soldiers  of  the 
cross;  more  souls  for  Christ,  it  there 
be  any  in  this  house  to-night,  who  have 
not  yet  named  the  name  of  Jesus,  if  any 
who  have  not  taken  up  the  cross,  if  any 
who  have  not  given  themselves  to 
Christ,  let  them  do  so  to-night.  Do  so 
before  it  is  too  late.  Do  yoii  believe 
our  Lord  would  send  out  men  to  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  one,  unless  he 
wanted  also  eveiy  creature  to  be  saved  ? 
Do  you  believe  Christ  would  tell  his 
servants  to  preach  the  gospel  to  men, 
without  giving  them  also  the  jDOwer  to 
accept  it?  Do  you  believe  the  God  of 
heaven  is  mocking  men  by  offer- 
ing them  his  gospel,  and  not 
giving  them  the  power  to  take  hold 
of  it?  Do  you  believe  He  will  not  give 
you  the  power  to  accept  this  salvation 
as  a  gift  ?  Man  might  do  that,  but  God 
never  mocks  men.  When  He  says, 
preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature, 
every  creature  can  be  saved  if  he  will. 
Lift  your  eyes  from  this  world,  and  look 
to  christ;  He  is  the  Saviour  of  the 
world.  He  it  was  who  gave  himself, 
His  very  life  for  you  and  for  me.  Do 
you  not  then  belong  to  Him  ?  Do  at 
all  events  as  the  old  woman  did,  who 
started  out,  when  the  Avar  commenced, 
with  a  poker  in  her  hand,  and  when 
asked  what  she  was  going  to  do  with  it, 
she  said.'T  can  not  do  much  with  it,  but 
lean  show  at  least,  on  which  side  I  am." 
My  friends,  even  if  you  cannot  do  much, 
!  show  to  which  side  you  belong.  When 
i    a  man  is  filled  with   the   word   of    God 
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you  cannot  keep  him  stil,.\J'Be  ye 
doers  of  the  Word,  not  h>  .rers  only, 
deceiving  not  yourselves  ?"  As  all  the 
good  gifts  of  God  are  abused  by  the 
children  of  this  world,  so  is  it  also  with 
the  hearing  of  God's  Word,  wherein 
they  differ  greatly  from  the  true  chil- 
dren of  God.  They  who  are 
of  the  world  give  no  heed 
to  the  word  which  is  preached,  and  if 
they  should  be  asked  a  day  after,  what 
their  going  to  church  had  profited  them, 
what  they  had  heard  and  learned,  they 
could  not  tell.  The  devil  has  already 
snatched  the  word  out  of  their  hearts  to 
prevent  them  from  believing,  and  being 
saved.  The  Lord's  people  hear  the 
word  with  devoid  attention,  and  re- 
joice, as  it'  they  had  found  a  great 
treasure.  They  are  hearers  of  the  word, 
and  also  doers.

TIie  missionary  meeting  or  Sabbath 
evening,  Feb^Jiary  24,  was  a  pleasant 
and  proiii^Le  service.  The  attendance 
Mas  not  as  M-ge  as  we  had  hoped  and 
prayed  it  might  be,  but  those  who 
were  present  gave  evidence  that  they 
were  possessed  with  the  true  mission- 
ary spirit.  Those  who  attend  such 
meetings  indicate  that  their  hearts  are 
in  the  work.  Some  persons  seemingly 
are  afraid  to  attend  missionary  meet- 
ings. Might  it  be  that  they  fear,  lest 
the  Lord  should  afford  them  some 
pressing  opportunity  to  give  for  the 
gospel  abroad?  Some  people  are 
sponge-like,  always  taking  in,  never 
giving  out.  This  is  a  very  selfish 
spirit,  and  tends  to  poverty  of  soul.

They  gave  freely.  The  collection 
amounted  to  nearly  $11.  One  of  our 
members  came  in  from  the  country 
three  miles  to  attend  this  service.  No 
doubt  it  would  have  been  equally  as 
convenient,  for  many  others  to  come  to 
the  meeting.  Addresses  were  made  by 
the  pastor,  D.  W.  Souder,  F.  D. 
Paulus  and  H.  P.  Vordermark.  The 
address  of  the  latter,  is  published  in 
this  issue  of  the  Visitor.  Read  it. 
These  addresses  ^ere  full  of  pungent 
and  practical  truths.  We  hope  to  hold 
more  such  services  in  the  future,  to 
enlist  all  our  people  in    the   missionary 


work  of  the  church. 


The  regular  meeting  of  the  Ladies 
Missionary  Society  was  held  on  Wednes- 
day evening.  It  was  largely  attended, 
and  all  felt  the  meeting  a  profitable 
one.

man.  The  sul:  ject  for  our  next  meeting 
will  be  love.  We  want  to  know  more 
about  God's  love  for  us,  and  more  about 
the  love  we  owe  to  God,  and  to  our 
neighbors.  Let  us  all  be  prepared  to 
respond  to  our  names  with  a  passage  of 
Scripture  bearing  upon  the  subject  of 
love.  This  is  no  great  cross.  It  should 
be  a  pleasant  duty.

CONSTITUTION 


Of  the  Ladies'  Aid  and  Missionary    Society 
of  the  Grace  Reformed  Church. 

NAME    OF    SOCIETY. 

Article  I. — The  society  shall  be 
known  as  the  Ladies'  Aid  and  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Grace  Reformed 
Church,  Fort  Wayne,  Ind. 

OBJECT  OF  SOCIETY. 

Article  II. — The  object  of  this  so- 
ciety shall  be  to  promote  christian  so- 
ciability among  its  members,  and  among 
the  people;  to-  awaken  a  missionary 
spirit  among  our  people;  to  unite,  es- 
pecially the  efforts  of  the  ladies  in  mis- 
sionary work ;  to  raise  financial  aid  for 
the  cause  of  Christ. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Article  III. — The  members  of  this 
society  -  shall  be  of  two  kinds,  ac- 
tive and  associate.  Any  lady  of  good, 
moral  character  may  become  a  member 
of  this  society  by  signing  the  constitu- 
tion. Any  person,  male  or  female,  may 
become  an  associate  member  of  this  so- 
ciety, by  paying  not  less  than  5  cents 
per  month  into  the  treasury. 

Article  IV. — Active  members  only 
are  eligible  to  office,  and  have  the  right 
of  voting.  Associate  members  shall 
have  advisory  power. 

OFFICERS    AND    THEIR    DUTIES. 

Article  V. — The  officers  shall   be   a 


President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secre- 
tary, and  a  Treasurer. 

Article  VI. — The  President  or  Vice- 
President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meet- 
ings of  the  society. 

Article  VII. — The  secretary  shall 
keep  an  accurate,  and  complete  record 
of  all  the  meetings  of  the  society. 

Article  VIII. — The  Treasurer  shall 
have  charge  of  all  the  finances  of  the 
society,  both  as  to  receiving  and  dis- 
bursing of  the  same. 

DUES  OF  MEMBERS. 

Article  IX. — Each  active  and  asso- 
ciate member  of  the  society  shall  give 
as  God  has  prospered  her  or  him,  but 
not  less  than  five  cents  per  month. 

EXECUTIVE    BOARD. 

Article  X.— At  the  first  regular 
meetings  in  the  months  of  January  and 
July,  the  president  shall  appoint  three 
competent  persons  who  shall  constitute 
an  Executive  Board.  The  duties  of 
this  Board  shall  be  to  suggest  plans  for 
work,  to  appoint  committees,  to  give 
socials,    and   provide  for  sewing  circles. 

Article  XL — The  money  raised  by 
this  Society,  shall  be  devoted  to  benevo- 
lent purposes  at  home   and   abroad,    as 
the  Society  may  deem  best.
